2« It is highly unlikely that General Reinherd 
Gehlen can obtain information on Lattinnre from sources 
alleged in your mamorendua to be available to his, 
Gehlen does not have sources available in Mc&cow, USSR 
and to our knowledge Gerhard Elder in not accessible 
as a source. Furthermore, in view of the publicity of 
the Lattimore case, vo ere convinced that General 
Gehlen would have informed us of any information avail- 
able to his on Latiisore. However, we will make dis- 
creet inquiries of our contacts to determine whether 
Gehlen has, or can provide, azy information on 
Lattimore. 



3. Due to the very, sensitive nature of our con- 
nection with General Gehlen the information given by 
your informant is a matter of serious concern to us. 

We therefore request that you inform us, if possible, 
of the . identity and location of the source of the sis- 
ihfermtion provided in this report. We ere particu- 
larly concerned with the question of the informant's 
knowledge of the connection ©dating between this 
Ageaqr and General Gehlen. If additional investiga- 
tion is necessary to fulfill this request, we would 
appreciate it if you would earry out such an investi- 
gation as expeditiously as possible. 
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
